Large Display — Easily read all 
information at the same time. 


Open the back cover and place up to 1 0 name cards in the holder. 


Photo Frame — Holds a 2.1 2 in. x 3.54 in. 
(54 mm x 90 mm) picture. Pry out the 
plate. Remove the sample photo, place 
the picture on the top of the photo frame, 
and replace the plastic plate. 

You can remove this label if necessary. 



Repeatedly press i to switch the temperature from Fahrenheit (°F) to 
Celsius (°C) format or vice versa on the display. The temperature is 
automatically updated every minute. 


•:y) — Hold down to enter date and time setting mode. 
Press while in time setting mode to store your settings. 

3 — Press to set and store the alarm time. 


SNOOZE/light/A — Press while the alarm sounds to 
activate the snooze feature. See "Using Snooze” on 
Page 2. 

Press SNOOZE/light once to view the time or 
temperature in the dark. The backlight shines for about 
five seconds. Hold down SNOOZE/light to light the 
clock display as long as you like. 

Press while setting the date, time, or alarm time to 
scroll upwards. 

▼/12/24 — Press while in time setting mode to 
alternate between 12-and 24-hour time format, or to 
scroll downwards while setting the date, time, or alarm 
time. 

OFF — Press at any time to turn the alarm on 

or off.

Your clock's display is protected by a piece of 

film during shipping. Open the front cover and 

peel off this film before using the clock. 

Setting the Date and Time 

• When you set the date, the clock 
automatically sets the day of the week. 

• To switch between the 12- and 24- hour time 
formats, press 12/24. In the 12-hour time 
format, Pappears for a PM hour. 

• If you press 0, 1, or tt/ON OFF during the 
time setting, the clock automatically returns to 
the previous setting. 

• While setting the time or alarm time, if you do 
not press any key within 30 seconds, the 
clock returns to the current time/temperature 
display.

EtXIand the current temperature 
appear. 

SETTING THE DATE 
AND TIME 

1. Hoid down W untii the ciock sounds a 
iong beep and the hour digits fiash. 

2. Repeatediy press or hoid down A or ▼ 
to set the hour. 

3. Press -Y-' to store the hour. The minute 
digits fiash. 


4. Repeat Steps 2 and 3 to set the minute, 
year, month, and date. When you finish, 
the current time appears. ^ 

SETTING THE ALARM 
TIME 

You can set the ciock to sound an alarm at a 
specified time. 

1 . Hoid down Q untii the ciock beeps. EOO 
or the preset aiarm time appears. The 
hour digits fiash. 

2. Repeatediy press or hoid down ^ or ▼ 
to set the aiarm hour. 

3. Press 0. The minute digits fiash. 

4. Repeatediy press or hoid down ^ or ▼ 
to set the aiarm minute. 

5. Press 0 to store the aiarm time. The 
aiarm turns on and Q appears. At the 
preset aiarm time, the aiarm sounds for 
one minute then automaticaily turns off. 
To siience the aiarm sooner, press any 
key (except SNOOZE/light). 

6. To turn the aiarm on or off at any time, 
press sOf/ON OFF. To turn off the aiarm 
when it sounds, press tt/ON OFF twice. 
0 disappears.

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Using Snooze 

• Each time you press SNOOZE/light, the 
backlight shines for about five seconds. 

• Pressing SNOOZE/light during the snooze 
alarm time initiates a new snooze cycle. 

Care 

Keep the clock dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the clock only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the 
clock carefully; do not drop it. Keep the clock 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 


A WARNING A 

Keep button-cell batteries away from children. 
Swallowing a button-cell battery can be fatal. 


BATTERY NOTES 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly.

USING SNOOZE 

To temporarily silence the alarm for five 
minutes, press SNOOZE/light. z" appears. 
After about five minutes, the alarm sounds for 
one minute then automatically turns off. This 
cycle is repeated four times. You may 
temporarily silence the alarm during the 
snooze cycle by pressing any key (except 
SNOOZE/light). 

To cancel the snooze function while the 
alarm sounds, press tt/ON OFF twice, z" and 
0 disappear. To cancel the snooze function 
before the next snooze cycle begins, press 
^iVON OFF once, z" and Q disappear. Sy 

RESETTING THE 
CLOCK 

If the clock displays segmented digits, does 
not work properly, or locks up, you can reset 
the clock. Open the back cover and use a 
pointed object, such as a straightened paper 
clip, to press RESET. The clock beeps once. 
Reset the date and time. 

REPLACING THE 
BATTERY 

Your clock comes with two CR 2032 lithium 
batteries for power. One battery is to power 
the light, and the other is to power the clock. 
When the display dims, or the clock stops 
working properly, replace the batteries. 
Batteries are available at your local 
RadioShack store or online at 
www.radioshack.com. CV 


1 . Open the back cover. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the 
screw from the battery compartment 
cover. Then remove the cover. 

3. Use a screwdriver to gently remove the 
two batteries from the battery holders. 


4. Insert two new batteries into the battery 
holders with their positive (-r) side up. 



5. Replace the cover and secure it with the 
screw. ^
